In Iowa, Nebraska, Missouri and Kan­ 


sas It Is Placed at Over Three Hun­ 


dred Million Bushels— Much of the 


Injury Beyond Repair— Live Stock 


Is Also Considerably Damaged 
in 


the Three Latter States. 
New York. July 24.—The Journal of 
Commerce, which telegraphed 
to a 
large num ber of bank president* in 
Iowa, Nebraska, Missouri and Kansas, 
prin ts a special report which says: 
T here is every reason for believing | 
th at the regular reports of damage to 
the corn crops from drouth have not 
been exaggerated. 
On the contrary, 
it is quite evident that the situation 
is very much worse than at ttrst re­ 
ported and that now much of the in­ 
jury is beyond repair. 
The region of 
most dam age lies 
within a circle of 600 miles in diam­ 
eter. with St. Joseph, Mo., as the cen­ 
ter. 
The following question was sent to 
the bank presidents: 
‘ Kindly wire your opinion of per­ 
centage of damage to corn and live 
stock by drouth in your vicinity?” 
The answ ers indicate very serious 
losses in the regions specified. 
In 
K ansas many report 75 per cent dam ­ 
age to corn; in Missouri the m ajority 
of reports are between 50 and 70 per 
cent dam age; in N ebraska the reports 
are generally between 32 and 50 per 
cent damage, while in Iowa the injury 
is generally between 73 and SO per 
cent damage. 
It will be seen from the 
reports gathered that a loss of 50 per 
cent in the districts named would be 
an exceedingly 
m oderate 
estimate. 
This would indicate a loss of at least ’ 
312.000,000 bushels in the region of 
greatest drouth and possibly more. I 
It should be borne in mind that these 
figures and reports refer only to the 
small district of greatest damage. No 
attem pt has been made to ascertain 
th e injury elsewhere. 
The injury to 
live stock is considerable in Missouri 
and Kansas, but very slight in Iowa 
and Nebraska.

Admiral Schley proposes to ask an 
Investigation at the hands of a naval 
court of inquiry and then to sue His­ 
torian Mac Lay for libel. 
His action 
ts the sequel to the developments dur­ 
ing the past week, when the entire 
country has been stirred by the publi­ 
cation of 
the 
unexampled 
abuse 
poured out upon him In the third vol­ 
ume of K. S. M acijiy’s history of the 
United States navy, In which publics- 
jtion Schley Is said to have run away 
“In caitiff f r i g h t a n d la. In addition, 
denounced as a coward, a cur and a 
traitor. 
The Schley court of Inquiry 
will undoubtedly be 
One of the Most Celebrated Caees 
In the naval or military history of the 
country. The high rank of the officers 
involved In the controversy and the 
intense public feeling which has been 
aroused will combine to give to tbe 
investigation 
a 
dram atic 
Interest. 
Nothing has occurred In Washington 
for many years that wilt

with it. 
Admiral Schley's letter asking for 
the appointing of a court is addressed 
to Secretary Long, his immediate su­ 
perior officer.

Thinks the Amount of Products 


Cut Should not Exceed 


the Growth. 


General C. C. Andrews, chief fire 
warden of the state is in the city 
and this morning he gave a very 
interesting address on “Forestry’’ 
before the tearners of the Summer 
Training school. 
In his talk. Gen, Andrews said: 
‘ The pine that is now cut eac h year 
in Minnesota is worth six million dol­ 
lars just as it stand*. With the 
growth of population there is increas­ 
ed demand for forest product*. Al­ 
ready in most of the lumbe r yards in 
this state will lie found lumtier from 
the Pacific coast competíng with our 
home products. For any one who 
will need to erect farm buildings in 
the next twenty-five year* it will make 
a difference of hundreds of dollars 
whether or not we inaugurate forest 
regeneration. There are ten million 
acres of land in Minnesota suitable 
for agriculture, but not yet cultivated 
and its development will depend not 
a little on the cheapness of lumber. 
Forestry is the science of raising 
crops of trees for profit and e*jieci 
ally concerns us because the pine has 
its home in our state. ()n refuse land 
that is too sandv, too hilly or too 
W w 
w 
rocky for field culture the pine will 
grow to merchantable size in eighty 
years. 
Then* are, in scatter»* 1 locali­ 
ties, and mostly in northern Minne­ 
sota. an aggregate of 
acres 
of such land which is now useless and 
yearly growing poorer, and which 
should lie put and kept in forest by 
the state. 
The average annual growth of pine 
on sandy soil in the state forests of 
Saxony is 225 feet board measure, 
per acre. Then* are 432,004) acres of 
such forest, mostly on non agricul­ 
tural land, and consequently the an­ 
nual average growth in the whole 
forest is 07,000,0)10 feet which amount 
of mature trees could anuuaily be cut 
and leave the capital unimpaired. 
The average growth in this country 
is about the same. 
The leading 
pr inciples of forestry are t hese: For­ 
est that is to be permanent should 
occupy only non agricultural laud; 
should lie treated as Inviolable capi 
tal, and no more be harvested in a 
year than equals the growth of the 
same period; when young should be 
crowded to promote higher growth; 
cutting should lie done so as to pro 
mote 
natural 
regeneration 
from 
neighboring trees.

May L . Fosburg. lb year* old. the 
daughter of Robert L. Fos’iurg, a con­ 
tractor, w as shot some time la-fore i &> 
o'clock on the morning of A tig. 2b, 1900, 
.says the New York T Iinea. 
A t that 
hour the fire alarm whistle of the town 
began to blow, and It was found that 
the summons came from a box situated 
near the Fosburg residence. 
The po­ 
lice arrived at 1:4H o'clock and were 
told that burglars had broken into the 
bouse of the Fosburg* and that they 
had allot and killed Mias Foabtirg. The 
lajdy was fouud lying partly In the bed­ 
room w hich had I***!» occupied i»J tht 
youug woman. 
The first outsider to 
see the tasty was Dr. Rcofield. 
He 
found that a bullet bad entered brr 
body 
Immediately a!##ve the 
heart. 
Powder marks were on the nightdress. 
The bullet. It was afterward alleged, 
fitted Into the revolver of young Fus- 
burg. as did a second bullet which waa 
found tmloolded in a comb lw.\ stand­ 
ing on the bureau in a room adjoining. 
The fam ily gave out the story that 
burglars bad entered the bouse and had 
killed the young woman, and 011 the 
strength of the statement searching 
parties scattered in all directions even 
before the details of the crime within 
the home were fully understood.

burglars or susfweta were found in the 
ii< Ighiairhood. 
1 On ttie night of the shoot fug young 
Fosbitrg and Ida wife occupied one of 
the rooms In (lie house of his parents. 
Another room was occupied by the par­ 
ents themsclveV. nnothcr was used by 
May L Fosburg and by licr 14-year-old 
sister Beatrice, and atfil another waa 
noisl by Mlaa Bertha M. Sheldon, a vis­ 
itor front Providence. 
Upon examination ft was found that 
a screen In a window r f an unoccupied 
room had b en pushed outward upoo 
the roof of a baleony hum tdlately out­ 
side. 
The screen Itself was found in­ 
tact. but noc corner of It. where the 
two sect Iona were ndtem i together, 
was broken ami spilt. 
Under the bal- 
iiM»y, in a number of newly dug flower 
beds, tw o footprints wen* disco venal, 
both pointing toward the house; also a 
No. 7 derby bat, light In color, the 
■went hand of the bat missing.

waa afterward found In the house by 
the police. 
In the boose many burned tnatchea 
were found along the hallway*. 
Under 
the bed of young Fosburg waa a 44 
caliber revolver. A patent leather clotb 
top button shoe, alte (9%. waa also 
found. 
Continuing the search for the 
burglars, a pair of trousers, later hleo- 
Uflcd aa belonging to young Fosburg. 
waa found In the garden several rods 
from the house. Reverá I pairs of socks 
wen* found near the trousers, and: w ith­ 
in 10D yards of these were found pil­ 
lowcases 
apparently 
hastily 
turned 
into mask*. 
On one of the posts sup­ 
porting the balqpny the muddy finger 
marks of a man’s band wen* plainly 
abown. 
The state authorities maintain that 
young Fosburg shot his slater during 
a fam ily quarrel, the bullet being In­ 
tended not for the slater, but for anoth­ 
er member of the fam ily.
